The Relief Question. 


Vienna, Ga., Sept. 14, 1868. 

Dear Constitution: The Relief Bill now 
before the Legislature is not only a fraudu- 
lent attempt to relieve debtors of their lia- 
bilities, but to enable them in many instan- 
ces to retain the possession of the very 
property for which their liabilities were 
created without paying forit. By the first 
section of the bill the jury are authorized 
to ignore the value of the property at the 
time it was sold, and place a ew valuation 
upon it, and compel the creditor to receive 
what they may deem equitable and just 
although the party in possession may have 
had the use of it for ten years and worn it 
out, thus not only abrogating. annulling, 
setting aside, and impairing the obligation 
of contracts between the parties, but em- 
powering the jury to make such a contract 
for the parties as they may think comports 
with the principles of equity and justice. 

This section of the bill is, therefore, not 
only traudulent but unconstitutional. 

The Constitution of the. United States 
says, “ No State shall pass ‘any exzpost facto 
law, or law impairing the obligation of 
contracts.” 

The second section of the bill violates 
the Constitution of the State of Georgia. 
That instrument says: 

“All rights, privileges and immunities 
which may have vested in or accrued to any 
person or persons, or corporation, in his, 
her or their own rights, or in any financi- 


lative body sitting in this State as such, or 
of any decree, judgment or order of any. court 
sitting in this State under the laws of force 
and operation therein, and recognized by 
the people asa court of competent juris- 
diction, since the 19th of January, 1861, 
shall be held inviolate by all the courts of 
this State, unless attacked for fraud; or 
unless otherwise declared invalid by and 
according to this Constitution.”

PRESIDENTIAL PROSPECTS.—Speculations 
upon the result of elections, as well as oth- 
er untranspired events, are attended with 
more or less uncertainty. We can only 
calculate with any degree of accuracy 
from what bas been. the causes which con- 
spire to certain results, where the same is- 
sues are likely to produce the same effect 
again, 

The late elections in Vermont and Maine 
are scarcely to be considered as safe bar- 
ometers of the November storm. Outside 
of New England they have no significance. 
For twelve years the political sentiment of 
that section, with the exception of Connee- 
ticut, has been a consolidated unity almost 
against the Democratic party. The No- 
vember election will be virtually settled 
by the action of tue three great States of 
Indiana, Ohio, and Pennsylvania, in Octo- 
ber. With their influence cast in the Dem- 
ocratic scale, Seymour will sweep the coun- 
try like a prairie fire. The struggle waged 
in these States is a desperate one. Both 
parties are contesting every point with a 
view to its influence in the general result. 

Omitting the unreconstructed States of 
Virginia, Texas and Mississippi, the electo- 
ral vote is 204. Of this number 149 are 
necessary toa choice. New York 33, Con- 
necticut 6, New Jersey 7, Delaware 3, Penn- 
sylvania 26, Maryland 7, Kentucky 11, In- 
diana 13, Ohio 21, Georgia 9, Alabama 8, 
California 5, supply the number (149) nec- 
essary toachoice. These States may be 
counted as almost certain for Seymour. 
Others are not less doubtful, among which 
we subjoin Missourill, Arkansa 5, Wiseon- 
sin 8, West Virginia 5, Oregon 3, Nebraska 
3, Nevada 3, Illinois 16. This would give 
Seymour 54 more than the number neces- 
sary to an election. Dropping Illinois. 
which is perhaps the most doubtful of the 
States named, he would still have 38 more 
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gaining ground. ; 

Our experience in universal suffrage is 
not such as to point England to as an ex- 
ample worthy of her imitation.

Bullock’s hands to re- 
store.— Fulton, in Era, Sept. 13. 

My dear Mr. Fulton, what do you calla 
Democratic management?  Provisonal 
Governor Johnson is not a Democrat, nor 
was not when he was Provisional Gover- 
nor. President John3on even was nota 
Democrat to hurt in 1865. Were you 
forced, in order to make out even an ap- 
parently bad case, to unite a Radical ad- 
ministration with that of Major Wallace?

Is there any similarity between the 
condition of the Road when Dr, Lewis 
took charge and when Major Wallace took 
charge.

of money drawn from the treasury and the 
entire earnings for many years. It was new, 
completely equipped, and had an abundant 
supply of all kinds of material. _The busi- 
ness of the country was prosperons, and 
the road could not have avoided paying 
money into the treasury. The Doctor was 
an honest man and he did pay the entire 
net earnings into the treasury. He received 
the road in the same condition in which 
Mr. Hulbert received it. There isa paral- 
lel between Dr. Lewis and Mr. H. in this 
respect. How did Major Wallace receive 
it? Tocommence with: There was eight 
miles of the road utterly destroyed, and 
the road was paying $2,000 per month 
for the use of the East Tennessee and 
Georgia Railroad; from Dalton to the 
Chattahoochee river, a distance of ninety- 
three miles, there was not a mile of sound 
track; all of this was relaid, and thirty- 
five miles of it with new iron.

They stand emblazoned 
upon that glorious old flag, each star the 
representative of a sovereign. independ- 
ent and equal State; but we want ne mili- 
tary President. The country wants a 
statesman. [Toud cheers.} The day of the 
sword is passed. An incident occurred at 
the Natienal Convention which was an 
omen. That grand hall where the conven- 
tion met was tilled with patriotic men.— 
Upon its walls were placed the shields of 
thirty-seven States, and around every one 
was the American flag. Upon the plat- 
form stood two bronze statuettes of noble 
soldiers, one leaning upon a great bronze 
sword. The convention had been in. ses- 
sion for several days; ballot after ballot 
had taken place. First one was up and 
then another, and at last a gallant general, 
whose name has never been mentioned 
anywhere, saye with respect—I mean Gen- 
eral Hancock. Noone knew whether, on 
the next ballot, he was or was not to be 
chosen. Everything was uncertain, when 
suddenly the great bronzed sword in the 
hand of that noble statue snapped asunder 
at the hilt. It was not touched by mortal 
hands—no human agency broke it. Some 
mysterious, invisible and irresistible pow- 
er snapped itat the hilt, and the word 
went forth that the country was hence- 
forth to have a statesman ‘and not a sol- 
dier fora leader. [Tremendous cheering.) 


GENERAL MEADE’S ATTEMPTED EXcCUL- 
PATION.—It was stated some time since 
that General Meade was about to present a 
report which would exonerate him from 
charges of cruelty inflicted on certain per- 
sons in Georgia accused of complicity in 
the assassination of Ashburn, a radical 
leader, at a negro bagnio in Columbas, in 
that State, on the 30th of March last. This 
report is now out, but so far from relieving 
General Meade of the brutalities attributed 
to him, confirms, in all essential points, the 
affidavits in relation thereto that have here- 
tofore been published. That the case wa 
taken by force out of the hands of the civil 
authorities, that the prisoners were arrested 
without affidavit or warrant and debarred 
of counsel, that the witnesses were threat- 
ened with instant death from a cannon and 
then “sweat-boxed” for thirty-three (33) 
hours on a stretch, are all confessed, and in 
what spirit General Meade went into this 
vile transaction the subjoined extract from 
his exculpatory report, written June 26, 
1868, and addressed to the Secretary of War, 
will show : 

*‘T deem it ofthe utmost importance, not 
only for the ends of justice, but for my per- 
sonal vindication, that the Ashburn mur- 
derers should be tried by military commis— 
sion, and have accordingly ordered the 
trial for Monday next. Before goin 
North I retained ex-Governor Joseph E. 
Brown as counsel for the Government. I 
deem his services of great importance, not 
only for his legal ability, but for the 
influence his positionin the State will give 
the prosecution. He has been actively em- 
ployed during my absence, but to-day, on 
iny asking him what his fee would be, he 
replied, “five thousand dollars.” I stated I 
did not feel anthorized to pay such an 
amount without the sanction of superior 
authority. He expressed his willingness 
to withdraw, and not to communicate any 
information he had obtained.” 

Vanity and party feeling here appear as 
the ruling motives of General Meade in 
this Ashburn matter, and since at that time 
he had full power to obey their dictates, it 
is not surprising that he should have been 
hurried into barbarities he would now be 
only too happy to explain away.—New 
York World.

A New Invention—Steam Carriages 
for Common. Roads. 


From the Edinburg Scotsman.] 

On Saturday afternoon a very remarka- 
ble sight was seen in this city. A train of 
heavily laden coal-wagons, looking exact- 
ly like a luggage train, was observed com- 
ing steadily up the steep incline leading 
into polamns from Dalkeith, It was one 
of Mr. R. W. Thompson’s patent road 
steamers, with india-rubber wheel-tires, 
having four huge loaded wagons in tow. 
Each wagon weighed when empty two and 
three-quarter tons, and carried a load of 
five and one quarter tons of coal, making 
the gross weight of the wagons thirty-three 
tons. The road steamer weighs eight tons, 
Thus a total of forty-one tons was in mo- 
tion. The road steamer had drawn the 
train from Newbattle’s collieries, eight 
miles from Edinburg, over a very hilly 
road, with rising gradients of one in six. 

The hill from Pow Burn up to Minto 
strect is both long and steep, but the roat- 
steamer drew its train to the top with the 
most perfect ease. It was very curious to 
watch the behavior of the patent India- 
rubber tires of the road-steamer as they 
passed over the various descriptions of 
road surface. In the outskirts of the city, 
where the roada are macadamized, there 
were many places where broken stones had 
just been spread on the surface. Overthese 
sharp loose stones the India-rubber tires 
of the road-steamer passed without crush- 
ing, or, in fact, disturbing them in the 
least. The roughest and sharpest bed of 
broken stones sank gently into the elastic 
cushion of Lndia-rubber, whieh rose from 
the contact with the most jagged fragments 
of stone without any traces of mark or in- 
jury. The perfect command which the 
conductors of the train had over its move- 
ments, enabled them to control both its 
course and speed with the utmost precisior. 
The line of streets through which it passed 
are always the most crowded streets in the 
city, but notwithstanding ali these obsta- 
cles, aggravated by the streets being at 
some points under repair and closed for 
one-half of their width, no difficulty was 
experienced in steering clear of every im- 

iment. 

The extremely curious way in which the 
whole four wagons follow, snake-like, in 
the track of the road steamer was \cleariy 
seen in aregeg out North Bridge into 
Leith street. irst, the road sieamer had 
to turn to the right, and before the last 
wagon was round the corner to the right, 
the road steamer had already turned sharp 
to the left to go into Leith street—thus the 
train actually assumed the form of the let 
ter S, every wagon going over the <ame 
ground as the road steamer with the most 
perfect accuracy. The final mancuvre 
was one which the conductors of the train 
did not expect to be able to accomplish 
without breaking it into two portions. — It 
had to be taken out of the Bonnington 
road, which is a narrow street of thirty feet 
in width, into a lane twenty-five feet wide, 
which rises with a steep incline to the en- 
trance of Bowershall works. It was deter- 
mined to attempt this narrow entrance 
with the entire train. of ninety feet long, 
and it in at the first trial, leaving 
so much space to spare that it was found, 
on afterwards measuring the wheel tracks, 
a width of fourteen feet would have sut- 
ficed, though the breadth of the wagons is 
seven feet. The train curved in through 
the narrow entrance, mounting at thesame 
time the steep incline leading up to the 
ours and drew up in the yard in perfect 
order. 

There can be no doubt this invention of 
the application of vulcanized india-rubber 
to the tires-of road steamers forms the 
greatest step which has ever been made in 
the use of steam on common roads. It 
completely removes the two fatal difficul- 
ties which have hitherto barred the way to 
the use of traction engines—viz., the mu- 
tual destruction of the traction engine and 
the roads.
